bashes, providing all the tools, 
patterns, and refreshments 
necessary to get everyone cre- 
ating innovative designs. After 
the carving session, the kids 
would take their pumpkins 
door-to-door, showing off 
to the neighbors as part 
of their trick-or-treat 
tradition. 
“Its a multi-generational 
activity and everybody has so 
much fun," says Pflug, who has 
been staging such parties for 
several years. Pflug recom- 
mends making a big to-do over 
the just-carved pumpkins, lin- 
gering with the lights out 
as each pumpkin is 
lit and appreciat- 
ed. Hosts can 
photograph the 
guests with 
their pumpkins, 
Pflug adds, and 
even use the shots 
to decorate next year's 
B.Y.O.P. party invitations. 

No matter what the party 
entails, the atmosphere is 
especially important at Hallo- 
ween, says Tex Ann Kraft, a 
marketing administrator for 


Hallmark Cards, Inc., in Kansas 


"City. In the front yard, hosts 


can display pumpkin flags or 
windsocks, place luminarias 
(paper bags in which a short 
candle shines through decora- 
tive cut-outs) along the front 
walk, and hang spider webs 
around the front door. The 
house itself should be kept 
dark, perhaps with a scary 
sounds tape—widely available 
in party stores—playing in the 
background. 

Activities can fit the interests 
of the guests. For older, ele- 
mentary-age children, a parent 
dressed up as a fortune teller 
can run a crystal ball booth, 
offering individualized predic- 
tions. Younger children can use 
rubber stamps and stickers to 
decorate their trick-or-treating 
bags, or they can listen by the 
fire to a scary Halloween story. 
And of course, everyone should 
come in costume. 

The party food can be fun, 
adds Kraft. Cut out the cheese 
for burgers in the shape of 
pumpkin faces or hang donuts 
by strings and have the young 
guests reach for the food with 
their hands tied behind their 
backs. Have the younger kids 
decorate their own cupcakes. 

Food doesn't have to be 
definitively Halloween; some- 
times the serving container 
itself can add the festive touch. 
For example Kraft suggests 

calling a seasonal stew 
*witches brew" and 

serving it from a 
cauldron-like 
container. 
“The trick to a suc- 
cessful Halloween 
party is to enjoy 
doing what seems fun 
and creative, and not get 
frightened away by the need to 
create the perfect event," says 
Kraft. "A little decorating, a fun 
activity or two, some refresh- 
ments—and everyone will have 
a great time."

CD-ROM disks, which 
look like the iridescent 4 1/2- 
inch music CDs, store about 
400 times the data found on 
an ordinary floppy disk. 
“Multimedia really is a new 
breakthrough because it allows 
the computer to engage practi- 
cally all the senses,” says Roy

rapidly evolving revolution in 
multimedia merges full-motion 
video and stereo-quality sound 
with all the power of the inter- 
active personal computer. 

With home computing the 
fastest-growing niche in the 
computer industry, many fami- 
lies are now deciding to buy 
multimedia systems or to 
upgrade older PCs for CD-ROM 
(compact disk-read only 
memory) capability. 

Almost 6 million personal 
computers were bought last 
year, and the multimedia hard- 
ware market alone increased 
34%, according to the Market 
Intelligence Research Corpora- 
tion. Now prices are lower than 
ever before. A computer with 
the average 4-megabyte RAM 
(random-access memory) and 
170-MB hard disk with CD- 
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Smith, president of Turtle 
Beach Systems, a York, Penn- 
sylvania, multimedia products 
manufacturer. “Life is multime- 
dia; computers should be, too.” 
Smith urges parents to 
choose a computer with CD- 
ROM capability because it 
offers the widest range of 
options. CD-ROM software 
allows children to hear words 
spoken on the screen as they 
point to them, listen to musical 
instruments being played, 
watch images of dinosaurs 
roaming the great plains, land 
in foreign countries to hear the 
local music and language, and 
study action-filled science 
experiments as they are 
described. And the new 
games—like “The 7th Guest” 
by Virgin Games—use a combi- 
nation of video and computer 


graphics to provide out-of-this- 


world action. 

Older kids and adults can 
use software to take what 
amounts to the equivalent of 
an adult study course. You can 
explore Mozart’s music with 
“Multimedia Mozart,” hunt for 
baseball statistics—or watch- 
ing video clips of the great 
moments in the game—with 
“Complete Baseball,” or tour 
London’s National Gallery with 

“Art Gallery,” all by 
*. Microsoft. 
~ “It may sound trite, but 

pictures really are 

worth a thousand 
words, and CD-ROM 

provides a whole new way 

to learn," says Charlotte 
Guyman, general manager of 
lifestyle products at software 
giant Microsoft, in Redmond, 
Washington. Guyman 
describes what the new tech- 
nology can do in this way: 
“Imagine looking up ‘cat’ in the 
encyclopedia. On CD-ROM, 
you can first read that a cat 
will land on its feet and then 
watch it happen in slow motion 
or even speed it up. Suddenly, 
there's a whole new meaning 
to information." 

CD-ROM systems also allow 
families to pursue questions 
quickly, perhaps jumping from 
cats to lions to Africa—with 
each topic amplified by video 
and sound. *Less time is spent 
looking up things, and more 
time goes into learning and 
experimenting," Guyman says. 

Smith concedes that the CD- 
ROM revolution won't change 
the fact that people will always 
appreciate the simple pleasure 
of curling up on the couch with 
a good book. But he does pre- 
dict that entertainment and 
information technology will 
converge into one incredible, 
all-purpose box by the end of 
the century. *The future in 
multimedia technology is so 
bright | need sunglasses."

CROSS-COUNTRY 
SKIING FOR FAMILIES 


Are you looking for a great 
winter sport that the whole 
family can enjoy? 

Cross-country skiing is well- 
suited to families, says John 
Moynier, chairman of the Pro- 
fessional Ski Instructors of 
America and author of Basic 
Essentials of Cross-Country 
Skiing (ICS Books, Inc., 1990). 

"It's so much easier than 
downhill skiing and much more 
social than snowmobiling," 
Moynier says. "Cross-country 
skiing doesn't demand a lot of 
coordination or athletic ability, 
the risk of injury is minimal, 
and it is not expensive." 

Cross-country skiing is a 
Sport very young children can 
enjoy, Moynier adds. From age 
three, children quickly learn to 
manage skis and poles— 
although stamina and attention 
span may limit the time 
younger children want to ski. 
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that families dress in warm 
layers, with gloves, hats, muffs, 
sunglasses. 

Most ski areas have large, 
flat spaces particularly suited to 
the novice cross-country skier. 
Some areas provide groomed 
trails that are especially easy to 
start on, but may come with a 
trail pass price tag of $16 per 
person per day. For a first trip, 
the best bet is to plan an outing 
of just a few hours and then 
gradually increase the time with 
each subsequent excursion. 

Moynier recommends that 
parents wear fanny packs with 
water, high-energy snacks, 
sandwiches, and fruit. Often 
there are warming huts along 
the trails that make a perfect 


To get started, Moynier sug- 
gests families select a cross- 
country ski area that provides 
rental equipment at the site 
and offers some form of basic 
lessons. Gear—boots, bindings, 
skis, and poles—typically costs 
about $10 a day per adult and 
$5 a day for children. 

The gear is user-friendly, with 
simple step-in systems and no 
right or left skis. The movement 
in cross-country skiing is similar 
to walking, with one hand going

“There's nothing like that big 
blanket of untouched snow,” 
says Moynier. “I love to get out 
there and fantasize that I’m a 
pioneer, the first person ever to 
cross this particular meadow.”

“But parents also need to com- 
municate that nobody ever gets 
all they ask for and that pre- 
sents are token expressions of 
love.” 

Conoley thinks children 
should be asked to assemble 
their wishes in some priority, 
assessing for themselves just 
how important each item really 
is. Parents can encourage their 
kids to mix reguests for outings 
and favors along with the pur- 
chased items on their gift lists 
—like a trip to the park or a 
favorite dessert—to promote 
more personal gifts. 

Barbara Cadow, a University 
of Southern California psycholo- 
gist, suggests that families turn 
the list-making into a fun activi- 
ty, perhaps using unusual 


parchment paper, or spending 
special time by the fire to think 
about and write down those 
wishes. Cadow is considering 
limiting her children to just 
three or four wish requests this 
year, so Santa can be allowed 
some creativity in seeking fun 
surprises. Cadow is also careful 
to remind her children that they 
are lucky just to be able to 
write a Christmas list. 

Between spouses, gift-giving 
is a way of showing the other 
person that you care about her 
or him. *Lists take away from 
the need to be involved," says 
Conoley, *and come from the 
desire to give something that is 
perfect. It's as if this is a test, 
rather than a show of regard." 

Cadow suggests that either 
way—armed with a list or not— 
parents should find a special 
time alone to exchange gifts. 
"By focusing on the experience 
of offering each other 
special presents; Cadow says, 
“the meaning of the holidays 
will be heightened." 


2. In a medium saucepan, combine 
the beaten egg yolks with 1/2 cup 
of the sugar, the pumpkin, milk, 
salt and spices.

Kenneth Branagh’s work as a director, 
actor, and adapter of Shakespeare 
garnered the sort of furious acclaim that 
hadn’t been seen in Hollywood for more 
than 50 years—not, in fact, since Orson 
Welles had launched his career with 
Citizen Kane. From Henry V to Much Ado 
About Nothing, Branagh has lured 
audiences to theatres with lusty, = 
unpretentious versions of Shakespeare 
that offered not “culture” but a ripping 
good time. (Branagh’s Frankenstein— 
with Robert De Niro as the monster— 
comes to theaters this fall.).
